THE CURE OF ACIDOSIS 

As I explained in yesterday's ar- 
ticle, acidosis simply means a lower- 
ing of the bilood’s alkalinity. The 
blood should be always slightly alka- 
line, and anything which reduces 
this alkalinity below the normal will 
create @ dangerous condition in the 
system, which makes the ody sub- 
ject to many of the infectious dis- 
eases, ard also such disorders «as 
diabetes, nephritis, rheumatic fever 
ano arthritis. 

The cure of acidosis is very sim- 
ple, and depends almost entirely 
upon changing the diet so that the 
blood is properly nourished with the 
basic salts, such as calcium, potas- 
sium, sodium, magnesium, tron and 
manganese. All of thesepalkaline ele- 
ments are found in the nonstarchy 
vegetables, such eas the greens and 
small squashes. 

To get the quickest results in build- 
ing up an alkaline blood reserve, eat 
pientifully of these foods, and ex- 
clude for a time the sugars, starches, 
fats and — A few days’ diet 
on the cooked ad raw green vege- 
tables will bring back the normal 
amount of alkali to the blood. After 
perhaps a week of this nonstarchy 
vegetable diet, it is safe to add small 
amounts of protein, such as an egg 
daily, and about one-fourth of «6 
pound of lean meat. 

Por several weeks the denatured 
starches should be left out of the 
diet, and no sugar used except that 
contained tn the fruits. 

Those who are not adverse to tak- 
ing a short fast will find that even 
quicker results will be obtained 
through taking a fruit fast for a few 
days. All of the acid fruits contain 
large amounts of the alkaline salts, 
and in their reaction are truly more 
alkaline then acid in their effect 
upon the blood. 

After a few days’ fruit fast it is an 
excellent plan to take the nonstar¢hy 
vegetables as 1 have already suggest- 


ed, after which the proteins may be 
gradually added. 

During the treatment of acidosis 

amounts of water should be 
taken between meals. It is better to 
use distilled water, as this is more 
quickly assimilated or absorbed into 
the tissues and passes through the 
kidneys with ‘greater rapidity than 
the ordinary hydrant water. 

It would seem to many that the 
taking of alkalies, such as bicarbonate 
of soda. wculd the proper treat- 
ment for acidosis, and, although this 
treatment does bring ut very 
quick temporary results. it is far 
better to get the permanent effect 
which comes from the diet treatment. 

The treatment with alkaline rem-
